CHAPTER І. 


Information and Hints regarding foreign travel in Far 
Western and Eastern countries with my experiences. 


When one has made up his mind to visit 
Western countries and is provided with the 
required amount of money, he has to apply in a 
prescribed form, which can be had from our 
Government, to the District Magistrate, with 
small duplicate unmounted photographs of the 
applicant, and British Postal Stamps worth Rs. 6. 
One of the photograph copies must be certified 
on the back by the person verifying the declaration 
made in the application form. This application 
with recommendation will be sent by the D. M. to 
the Chief Secretary to Government who will 
secure the signature of the British Resident. 
On an average it requires 20 days to get the 
Pass-port. While. mentioning the countries to be 
visited, to-be on the safe side it is better to name 
many countries even if you have no intention to 
visit them when you are starting, because later on, 
on your way, you may change your mind and visit 
such countries also. Further it is better to include 
the names of wife and children with their photoes. 
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There is no extra charge for extra number of 
countries and extra persons (wife and young 
children). I felt this difficulty when I wanted to 
take my wife, later on, to some countries. Fresh 
Passport had to be taken by paying Rs. 6 for my 
wife. It means loss of money and loss of time and — 
extra trouble. A Passport is available for 5 years, | 
and visa for different countries only for 12 months.

All extra money should 
be carried in the shape of cheques or drafts. 
Write and get detailed information and guidance 
from your agents about your travel. | 

Affix lables on your luggage boxes, which can 
be had from your agent free of charge, mentioning 
your name, class and cabin number. There are 
many routes to London by steamers of different 
companies. 

I. If you can spare time it is better to travei 
by Lloyd Triestino: Steamers, get down at 
Brindisi or Naples according.to the steamer, see 
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Naples, Rome, Florence, Venice, Milan, and Genoa 
in Italy, Lausaunne in Switzerland, Paris in France, 
some more places if time permits-in France, and | 
thence to London. Bombay to Brindisi or Naples 
is 11 or 12 days’ travelling, in Italy 18 days 
sojourn, 2 days in Switzerland, 10 days in France, 
then London.

Mysore to Bombay, a distance of 745 miles 
by train via Hassan, costs about Rs. 44 for II class 
or Rs. 22 for III class. With steamer ticket a 
free pass is given to friend if requested, and for any 
extra friends you have to purchase tickets costing 
Rs. 3 each to get into the steamer and’ see it 
and take leave of the passenger. 

All the passengers and their visiting friends 
and relations are examined ‘by Doctors, —Lady 
Doctors examining ladies an then allowed into 
the steamer. | 
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I went to Bombay 2 days earlier to make 
necessary purchases, and on starting day, to Ballard 
Pier for embarcation in steamer ‘Counte Rosse’ | 
17,500 tonnage. At the pier there were a large 
number of passengers.. Their friends and relations 
were waiting with garlands and boquets; some 
_photographers also were there to take photos of 
important persons, and press representatives to 
take notes of important persons’ sayings. I handed 
over my properly labelled luggages to coolies 
who took them and left them in my cabin safely. 
Ballard Pier looked like a shandy or a jatra place. 


In Bombay Municipal Engineer Rao Bahadur 
К. Ramaswamy, a Mysorean, is a very good 
friend and sympathiser of many people and of 
Mysoreans in particular. He had come to the 


Pier to see a few Mysoreans who were going by 
steamer. | 


A few: minutes bofore the starting of the | 
steamer a bell was rung in the Steerer and all | 
visitors went away. Most of these friends waited | 
on the: pier till the Steamer started and wished | 
their friends safe journey, with tears in their eyes 
and waving their handkerchiefs or hats. However : 
in a few minutes I went to the purser’s office, and 
handed over my Passport and ticket. Passport 


and return tickets wi 
ckets will be handed back to us when 
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we are leaving it, i.e when disembarking. Then 
I went to the steward’s office to reserve a dinner 
seat for me. A choice was given to me to select 
my seat. Passengers can club together with their 
family people, country-men and friends; once 
selected we have to keep it up. If a change is 
required it must be done with the consent of the 
steward. For a day or two it was difficult to 
locate my cabin, dining hall etc., but there were 
nurses or stewards who directed me to the places 
I wanted to go. | | 

My small boxes were kept in my cabin and 
big ones in the baggage room, where I could go 
and open them at stated hours. 

Next day the ship’s medical man and. captain 
showed me how to make use of life-saver, which 
should be used as soon as a danger signal is given 
by 4 sharp whistles. 

CABINS 

II Class, economic or tourist class:—Some 
Cabins have two beds, some 4, and a few 6 beds, 
one table with mirror, ward-robe or chest of 
drawers, wash-basines with running hot aud cold 
water, tumbler and drinking water’ bottle, piss- 
pot, face towel, bath towel, soft bed with bed-sheet, 
pillow and blanket, life saving apparatus, electric 
fan, electric light, reading-light over berth, са ђе! 
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press-button, aud ladder to get up to upper berth. 
Near these cabins’ toilet rooms for W.C., there 
are wash basin and bathing room, flushing closet, 
enamelled bath-tub with running hot and cold 
water and shower bath. Every day our beds are 
dusted and. made up, new towels are given, and 
our boots are cleaned and made to shine, if we 
leave them outside our cabin. Basins are washed 
and cabins made tidy during our absence on deck 
&с., As soon as call-bell press button is pressed 
either a nurse or a steward will go over to our 
cabin to answer our call. Dining hall furnitures, 
table-cloth and napkins are kept scrupulously clean, 
with a clean-dressed steward for every 4 or 5 
tables waiting in turn to serve us our food accod- 
ing to the menu card. But if any special food is 
required we have to give previous notice to the | 
steward: The food, whether vegetarian or non- 
vegetarian, is quite ample. Crockery is all very 
clean. Food is very well prepared and sumptuous. 


Smoking room: This is a well furnished big 
КООШ, with ash tray and match box on each table. 
} Writing room: - Here оп еасһ table there are 
inkbottles, pens, letter. Papers, envelopes, blotting | 
paper, and electric light. There isa шу and | 
reading room attached to the above. This room | 
is used for dancing Purposes also. There is a 
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swimming ропа on deck and plenty of deck space 
to walk about and have games. 

Meals: Every morning by 7 a gong is 
sounded giving us enough of time to go for 
breakfast by 8; by 1 noon lunch; after lunch 
a small cup of tea or coffee is served in the 
smoking room. At 4 p.m tea or coffee with 
bread, butter etc., and at 8 p.m. dinner, and after 
dinner a small cup of tea or coffee or milk is 
served. There will be tooth picks also on the: 
dinner table. For each meal there is a sound of 
gong announcing meal time. Amusements:— 
dance, band, betting on wooden horse race, deck 
tennis, throwing rings, sand-bags, deck-billards, 
ping-pong etc., cards, chess and draughts and 
Cinema. 

These steamers look like small floating palaces. 
Every day important news is received by wireless, 
printed and placed on tables. There is a person 
who gives changes of coins for sterling 4 notes, 
a doctor, a barber, a dhoby and a photographer. 
Some fancy articles are kept forsale. There is 
a wireless telegraph and post office. 

The Steamer travels at the rate of about 20 
miles an hour and at Suez Canal at slow speed. 
On the route map, everyday a small flag is pinned 
_ showing the distance the steamer has travelled, 
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The clock handles are set back every day about 
20 minutes as the steamer proceeds west-ward, and | 
about 20 minutes forward as the steamer proceeds 
eastward to help us to adjust time on our watches.

Bombay in the afternoon. Till 8 p.m. I was ' 
alright. Then I felt a slight giddiness and 
perspired a bit.

On Ist June at 5 p.m. the steamer reached 
Port Said. Most of us got down and went 
through the town. The town was merry with 
music, restaurants, and gay shops. Many guides 
were available to take the passengers to amuse- 
ment places. As there is no duty on cloth &c. 
ready-made dress was very cheap, so also leather 
goods. Roads were tarred, neat and clean. 
Streets were lighted with eldctric lights. Local coin 
is called Pista. For 4. 7—97 pista and 10 small 
coins called million make one pista. After supper 
in the town all of us returned to steamer by 2 a.m. 

In some Steamers, passengers are examined 
by a doctor to satisfy that they are not carrying 
any contageous disease to Europe, for. Europe 
begins with the west of Suez, and witlı the east, the 
vast orient. Suez cannal 15 amarvel of engineering 
skill, the biggest next to Panama. — At the end of 
the canal stands the statue of Ferdinand De Lesseps 
at whose instance the Canal was constructed. Both : 
the banks of the canal are sandy waste lands. . 

In Port Said many nations have seperate. 
quarters, such as quarters of French, Italians, 
Greeks, English, Egyptians, Nubians &c. Here 
people do not stay permanently but old sets go 
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away and new sets get in. After passing Port Said 
the weather changed and became cooler. 

From the agents of the steam ship copanies 
and also in steamers we can get books about 
‘what to see’ and ‘how to see’ most impotant 
towns, and sometimes plans of cities and countries

‚ CHAPTER Il. 
ITALY 


aA Italy has the largest electric railway line 
in Europe, being 1243 miles in length. 


On 4-6-1933 I reached Brindisi in Italy early 
morning. Brindisi to Venice is one day’s journey 
by steamer and is about 300 miles distance. Left 
Brindisi at 12 noon and reached Naples at 9 p.m: 
halted in Hotel Terminus, Stopped there till 
2 p.m. on the Sth. From the steamer ticket Î | 
had, I could have Боце to Venice without paying - 
any extra charge. But to see some cities in 
South Italy I got down at Brindisi itself. From 

Brindisi to Naples 3rd class Ry. Fare is 783 lire 
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Naples: An important coasral town on the western coast of Italy. 
It is the incomparably lovely setting that gives Naples her reputation 
and many places in her neighbourhood famous in legend and history 
that enhances her interest are Mount Visuvius and Caracombs.

NAPLES 

At Napleslace work, carpets, and artificial silk 
articls are rather cheep. There are many English 
speaking people in the town. There was an 
Agricultural Exhibition and it was bigger than 
the whole Dasara Exhibition of Mysore. Saw 
acquarium. It is not very big. Place worthy to 
be seen are:—Mount Vesuvius, Ruins of Pompeii, 
and Herculaneum, all in a day's trip, the monu- 
ments of Caesar, Vatican, St. Peters church. 

It is its incomparably lovely setting that gives 
Naples her reputation. Among many places in the 
neighbourhood famous in legend and history that 
enhance her in interest are the Vesuvius and 
catacombs. Naples is always gay.

MOUNT VESUVIUS 
Reddening the evening sky with the reflection 
of its fiery heart, growling ominously from time to 
time, usually smoking lazily, never wholly dormant 
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Vesuvius towers nearly 4,000 feet above the Bay 
of Naples. To stand on the brink of the dread 
crater and peer into the very jaws of the under. 
world is an enthralling experience, which involves 
no risk—unless the valcano is actually in eruption. 


Funicular railways there are without number, | 
but it has been left to the Vesuvius Railway alone 
to enable us to stand, like Dante, on the uppermost 
circle of Inferno. It isan audacious line this. 
which climbs up through the rich vineyards of 
Pugliano to the summit, but the ascent is made in 
complete safety and comfort. A few minutes walk 
from the terminal station along a well-constructed 
and easy path and you are on the lip of the crater, 
with all the grim, Stupendous spectacle out-spread 
before you. As you stand at the summit, turning

Peclive visitors need not book in 
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advance. Steamer representatives meet all steamers 
and will make arrangements then. The excursion 
to Vesuvius can, if desired, be combined with a visit 
to Pompeii, and this is facilitated by an early 
departure of the Vesuvius Railway, which enables 
the whole afternoon for viewing Pompeii. 


Went out ina taxi to see mount Vesuvius 
and ruins of Pompeii. On the way saw a big 
coral foctory with more than 40 girls working 
init. They were preparing coral beads, buttons, 
neck-laces etc. In the rough stage the coral 
stuff appears like the red roots of plants. It is 
composed.of mineral salts grown in sea like shells. 
They are taken out, cut to required sizes and 
polished. They are very fine, smooth and shining 
when finished, and the finished articls are priced 
very cheep. 

Pompeii is the most. magnificent archaeo- 
logical enterprise yet curried out and at the same 
time it is the most complete picture imaginable 
of an ancient Roman city. 

It was buried in 79 A.D. by the same 
eruption that destroyed Herculaneum and Stabiae, 
and lay for centuries beneath the ashes and the 
stones until the time when excavation work was 
commenced; this has been proceeded with on a 
still larger scale in recent years and thus a great 
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part'of the old town has been disinterred, not 
only the monumental buildings but also the houses, 
the streets, the domestic utensils and every thing 
connected with the life of the burried city. 


After Pompeii, Herculaneum, which in conse. | 
quence of the excavation work which was resumed 
in 1927. now affords one of the most unique 
examples of the life led by the ancients, In fact 
a second of the towns buried by Vesuvius is now 
again coming to life with all its quarters, its 
buildings and its streets almost intact, and once 
again it basks in the rays of the sun, thus the 
dream of many learned men and archaeologists 
will soon come true. The undertaking is 
arduous since the earth which covers Hercu 
laneum varies between 40 to- 82 feet in 
depth, and also because the debris accumulated 
from the eruption of Vesuvius has formed a hard

My car was driven the

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12 miles an hour. Cars go almost to the top and 
we have to walk about 200 feet to the very top of 
it. Every day many people visit the place. I 
went up to the very top ona level with the crater 
but not to the brink of the dread crater as hot 
lava was running out; the heat and smoke preven- 
ted me going nearer. Even in day time I was 
able to see the lava red hot like melted iron in 
Bhadrawathy Iron Works. It runs like thick, 
red hot fluid for about 100 yards, then it 
gradually gets hardened and rolls down the slope 
of the hill, still red hot inside; one can feel the 
heat for hours together if one is sufficiently 
near by. 


I paid four annas and got а piece of melted lava 
with: a small coin imbeded in it while it was still 
hot and soft. Peaches and grapes, vine and beer 
are very cheep here. While returning I went and 
saw the excavated ruins of Pompeii. I saw only 
floors and walls. Roofs have been -completely 
destroyed. Streets are narrow, paved with roughly 
dressed boulders’ of stones and pials about 3 ft. 
wide on each side of the road. In the excavated 
ruins of Pompeii are public and private 
bakeries which indicate how. Romans in the days of 
the Caesars made their biscuits, and there are 
pictures which. show how the ancient . Roman

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bakers sold this products. Some brick arches 
are 6ft in thickness. Halls are very big, so also 
bath-rooms, all paved with stones, some ruined 
fountains are also visible. It takes about a full 
day to see the ruins in detail.

From Lausane came to Paris, on 13-6-33 
Saw effal Tower 920 ft high, till recently the 
highest in the world, now the second, after Empire 
building was constructed in New york.

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CHAPTER IV. : 
ENGLAND 


I reached London at 8-30 A.M. the next day i.e. 
on the 19th, went to 112 Gower Street, Indian 
Students, Home. For want of a room I stayed in 
the opposite Hotel, Hotal Melbourne No. 119, 
but took my meals in the Indian Students’ Home; 
I stayed there for one week. Houses are number- 
ed, even figures on one side of the road and odd 
figures on the opposite side. In London carriages 
are driven on left side of roads just like in India 
and contrary to the practice of Europe in general. 


Saw the Zoo Garden. It is a very big one 
and took half а day to go through it. After a. 
week’s stay in Gower Street I went on 27-6.33 
and stayed in No.1. Fairfax Mansion, Finchley 
Road, owned by Mrs. Owen. Here rent is cheap 
and attention good. In Londonthe temperature for 
some time was 70° to 80° which was very high for 
Londoners. Therefore many people go to cool 
‘places and many meetings were adjourned on ` 
account of excessive heat. 


Before leaving India I ought to have taken 
American Visa in Bombay paying 8 dollars of 
America. There was some difficulty in London 
to take a Visa. By the recommendation of the 
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Trade Commissioner of Mysore, Mr. Ranganath; 
Rao Saheb, I got my Visa and paid 8 dollar 
This fee is called Head Tax for people entering 
the United States and this amount will be returne.

Prayers are offered and wreaths are removed and 
friendsand relatives leave the place. Afterwards 
the coffin rolls down through a small window whose 
door closes automatically soon after, to a next 
room on to the tables with rollers on the top. 
The care-taker removes the flowers, and shoves 
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the coffin into a grating wherein redhot coal i 
burning. The coffin will not be placed over tk 
fire itself but ina nitch by the side of the fir 
whose heat is enough to burn away the bodyi 
about 2 hours. Ash and small unburnt pieces c 
` bones fall down below the grating. M 
This is picked up and placed in jars. Iftk 
relatives want it, it will be given to them, if m 
the same will be used as manure in the garde 
attached to the crematorium. In the walls of th 
main building, thousands of small arched vault 
are built. These vaults are sold to people wh 
want to deposit the ash in a small stone bi 
which is available there and elsewhere for tt 
purpose.

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Went to Heston Aerodrome; and rode over 
London in aeroplane for 12 minutes and paid 10 
shillings. There was no fear or giddiness. It 
was very pleasant to fly about and see the town 
below, very clearly. 


In London there are tube railway, under- 
ground railway and elevated railway. A railway 
runs under the river Thames also. It is 120 feet 
below ground level. To get down to this railway 
one has to get down in lifts, so also when getting 
up. To go to underground railway stations 
there are moving staircases to go down. ог to 
come up. 


Though there is a train every minute, people 
walk very fast and sometimes even run to catch 
trains. So time is money for them, and people do 
not like to waste their valuable time. Therefore 
things are taken from place to place and from 
village to town by motor lorries to save time. I 
never saw a single cart drawn by bullocks. A few 
are drawn by big Australian horses, single, double 
or treble: they are very heavy waggons. These 
animals are very strong, well built, with big hoofs 
and bushy hair touching the ground, 


There are some victoria or other kinds of 
vehicles drawn by single or a pair of horse.

In London houses with 8 to 10 stories are 
common particularly in congested localities. In 
some places 1 or 2 stories are built underground 
to be used as kitchen and store rooms, and for 
washing and dining purposes.

If roads are to be 
dug up for any purpose machine jumpers have to 
be made use of, like those used for drilling rocks 
in Kolar Goldfields. 

Mrs. Heggard took me to Mrs. John 
Chiswick, Grove End, Hatrington Road.

In some important of such crossings 
flat broad-head brass nails are driven into roads. 
Only here pedestrians have to cross. Where 
crossings are far off and many people have to go 
to the other side of the road, there are small 
platforms in the middle of roads about 6 inches 
above the road level. In some important cross- 
ings there are automatic light signals. They show 
red, green and white lights. The Police carefully 
regulate traffic; with all these precautions 8 to 10 
accidents happen every day. As in India cars 
are driven on left side of roads; therefore to go to 
such platform, first, look towards left and go there 
when cars are far off;and from the platform look 
to the right and cross roads when cars are far off. 
Again, if many cars are coming continously and 
many people are waiting to cross, the constable on 
duty stops cars by stretching his arm and safely 
takes these waiting people to the other side, 
Sometimes one has to wait even for 5 minutes to - 
cross the.roads. , | | 


Jn some important places traffic is exceedingly 
heavy; therefore there are underground passages 
to cross roads. Most over-crowded are Pica 
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dilly Circus and Oxford Square. In India ar 
England the rule of the road is to keep to th 
“left, whereas in Europe and America it ist 
keep to the right. Drivers’ seats are also arrange 
accordingly in motor cars on the right side с 
left side as the case may be. Foreigners havet 
be very careful and should know very well the гї 
of the road. 


During my stay, the temperature of. 
place was ranging between 70° to 80° Farenhei 
This was too much for them and many well-tod 
people went to seaside and hilly places to аут 
excessive heat, For the same reason mal] 
meetings were adjourned and clubs etc. wel 
closed. In India 70°F, to 80° Е. temperature Ë 
moderate, and very few feel the heat.

A. Slade was an officer in the British army 
stationed close by Mysore Camp during the 
Great War. 

7-8-33. Crystal Palace. While going to see 
the Palace I travelled in train, a greater part of 
which is elevated as high as two stories of houses 
on rails fixed over bridges.

The Railway Syslem in London— There are 
elevated railways, street railways, underground 
and tube railways. On elevated railways there is 
one train every 20 minutes, on the second, every 
half hour, and on the last every three minutes. In 
Piccadilly railway station there is one recording 
machine to record the number of trains that pass 
through the station. On an average 500 trains pass 
in each of 6 directions, that is, 3000 trains in a day 
of 24 hours. The other trains pass. up and down 
London, about 4,000 a day. So ón the whole 
7,000 trains pass up and down London, in. a 
day: all are worked by electricity and in many of 
the trains the carriage doors open and close 
automatically in about a minute. In most railways 
in London and other places compartments are 
reserved for non-smokers though they form only one 
per cent; whereas in India, though they form 90 p.c., 
no such reservation is made; and smokers in India 
behave most insolently in some cases. In Western 
contries the liberty of both smokers and non- 
smokers is respected and protected by law and by 
the citizens. In junction stations trains stop for

In these countries tips are charged, generally 
10 p.c. of the cost of the food. 

. It is better to get one suit at least tailored 
in London; because suits exhibited in London 
look very smart and far better than thoseexhibited 
in other countries. 

Streets are always kept clean. They are 
swept by roller brushes attached to motor cars. 
While the cars move slowly along, the brushes 
attached to motor cars sweep the dust and rubbish 
to the sides of roads from where sweepers remove 
them in tins. Foot paths are all paved with 
concrete or cement and are kept clean. Avenue 
treepits are covered by grated iron plates,

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In steamers, face and hand towels are changed 
daily and bath towels once in two days. 
There were 4,300 mail bags stored in baggage room 
at the bottom of the steamer. It took 30 men to 
take them up one day and store there in a portion 

of a covered varandah on each side of the steamer, 
ready to be unloaded. It took an hour and a half 
for these men to throw them down through tubes 
of canvas to two boats waiting on each side of the 
steamer. Passengers’ Luggages are slid down 
on smooth slanting planks and are arranged in 
the custom office hall in an alphabitical order for 
custom officers to examine them. After examina- 
tion passengers have to engage porters or coolies to 
remove them to taxicabs.

PEIPING. 

Peiping—one of the oldest city dating back to 
450 B.C. I stayed in the Central Hotel, a big 
one, well managed and clean. Room charges 3 $. 
to 5 $. It has a roof garden, an auditorium, 2 
lifts, and air conditioned 2 big dining halls, one 
Chinese and another of foreign style. It has 
350 rooms. cu 

This is the most interesting and fascinating 
historical city in China. The natives are quite 
undisturbed by foreign influence. Peiping means 
“North Pacified” has two main divisions, the outer 
and inner City. Inside the latter, enclosed by wall, 
is the Imperial City, and this in turn. encloses the 
Forbidden city, which has also its own wall i.e. it is 
a city of gates and walls composed of 4 distinct 
walled cities, the one surrounding the other. 
Outside the wall there were many towns with 
many warlike Chinese races. When Egypt was at 
the height of her power and Rome was still unbuilt, 
it has a long and proud record mostly of Tartarsı 
but none the less glorious. The Chinese were 
in turn overwhelmed by Mongols in the latter 
part of the 13th century. Kublai Khan moved 
down from Mongolia and built a capital at Peking: 
Mongols after 100 years were defeated by Chinese:

Temple of heaven, (Tien T'au) is the most beautiful and far more important 

place to be visited in Peiping (Pekin). Itis very ancient and prehistoric 
cult. It includes a beautiful tripple roofed circular building 99 ft. high 
pinnacle shaped dome of this temple is covered with blue coloured enamelled 
tiles. Surmountirg the pinnacle is a large round topped cap thickly gilted 
in fine gold leaf. Adjacent to this is the Alter of Heaven. The reigning 
Emperor was obliged to worship God in this temple.

| 360, the number of degrees in the celestial circle. 
The whole structure is laid out with geometrical 
Precision, The upper terrace is reached by 3 flights 
| nine steps each. In the centre of the topmost 
| platform is a circular marble slab and around it 
are nine marble sections, outside, nine more 
‚and so forth to the total at the perimeter of 81, 
| Considered a lucky number to conjure. It is set 
| apart for sacrificial worship and adoration of 
| heaven. Only the Emperor was permitted to 
| Worship. T went there in midsummer, consequently 
“it was very hot and I could not see as much as I 
| desired to see, 
| (2) Temple of Heaven— (See illustration) Is 
Surrounded by a wall of 33 miles long. The

(3) Forbidden City— Within this area is found 
the Throne Hall, Picture gallery, state and Palace 
museums and former imperial living quarters. It 
is surrounded by 2 miles terracotta coloured walls 
and moats. The city is most famous in grandeur 
and magnificence. 


(4) Summer Palace—(See illustration) most 
picturesquely situated, consists of many halls roofed 
with yellow and green tiles, rising one above the 
other in terraces on the side of a hill, At the 
base of the hill is a lake nearly ten miles in 
circumference. Its setting is truly incomparable 
in the world. It takes half a day to see every- 
thing leisurely. Marble boat, centrai white cloud 
palace, pavilions of the concubines, Eunuchs, 
quarters, Artificial Rockeries, private rooms of the 
Empress, Bronze pavilion, Audience Hall, pagodas, 
shrines and temples. Quarter mile long lacquered 
gallery with 5 yard section painted with some 
scenes from the palace grounds. А bronze 
cow, also 2 bronze lions were offered a million 
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Great Wall of China, Winding its way over mountains, valleys 
and plains ie about 10,000 miles long It was built in 214 B.C. to 
prevent Tartar invasion. It is formed by 2 strong retaining walls of 

' sun dried bricks, rising from granite foundations. Its face is 25 feet 
and top 15 feet wide and 20 feet high. The labour recruited from 
criminals and merchants and has ordered a million men of these poor 
creatures to complete a mile section in 10 days’ time, with the result 
that 60 percent of them died from over work ; with towers 100 yards 
apart and in remote districts a mile apart. This wall is one of the 
wonders of the world.

A few railway stations before reaching 
Bangkok, a police officer and an Indian took my 
passport, and at Bangkok this Indian told me 
that he would bring the passport to my hotel. 
It appears that some one should stand security to 
any incoming outsider to guarantee that he will 
not settle himself there permanently or stay for 
more than 2 months. This Indian stood security 
for me and he wanted his fee of Rs. 3 and Re. 1 
fortaking a photo ofmine. I paid the amount. It 
is a mere extortion, I was not informed of this 
till I reached Bangkok and went to a hotel. 
Taking money from tourists is a bad custom and 
very inconvenient to passengers. My suggestion 
to the tourist is that he should take with him. an 
extra spare copy of the passport photo. Better to 
deposit Rs 56 as security with the police officer 
himself instead of paying Rs. 3 toa middle man. 
This will be returned to us when leaving Bangkok.

(c) Antivene Serum-Polyvalent to be used against 
the bite of unknown or any kind of snake, supplied 
in 20 c.c. tubes. 

Dosage—1 to 2 tubes for mild cases subcutan- 
eously. In severe cases a larger quantity of 
serum should be injected intravenously. No danger 
IS attended on the injection of larger doses. The 
serum retains its properties for a long time if the 
bottle is kept from light and heat.

Penang or Prince of Wales Island about 108 sg: 
miles. The main town in the island is called 
George Town and has 16,000 people. It was ceded 
to the East India Company by the Raja of Kedah 
in 1786. In 1867 it was passed on to the control 
of the Secretary of State for the colonies and 
was called Straits Settlements. Temperature is 
moderate and average rainfall is 106-44 ‘inches.

Places of interest— (a) Penang Hills 2500ft. 
above sea level, and is reached by Penang Hills 
Railway. It is run on a funicular system with 
electric motive power; in addition to. many 
braking and safety devices in the engine rooms, 
each car is fitted with hand and emergency brakes. 
The journey takes 24 minutes and charge $ 1 each 
way.

(b) Ayer Itam Temple and monastery is on the 
Hill side at Ayer Itam is unique and the only

It containsa very fine collection 
of alabaster and bronze Buddhas. In the Temple 
there are pools containing sacred turtles and fish, 
The attendants supply green stuff for turtles and 
biscuits for fishes for which the visitor is expected 
to pay 10 cents a bundle. (с) Snake Temple. The 
snakes, which are sacred, inhabit the Temple in 
large numbers and are to be seen coiled round 
carvings, on the roof timbers, plants and other 
parts of the interior. (d) Khoo Kongsi House, 
is noted for its very fine examples of stone 
Carvings. (e) Water falls gardens, its water is 
utilised as a part of town water supply. It is also 
a beautiful garden. The Lily Pond has many 
tamed monkeys on the surrounding grounds and 
trees. Visitors feed them with plantains. 

T here are many dance halls, cabarets, masonic 
lodge, amusement place &c. .The town is lively 
and improving in every direction.

India is solemn, reflective and lost in its 
mysteries; while Ceylon is light-hearted and wide 
awake, its fields fertile, cattle and sheep well-fed 
and its people gay and animated. Ceylon is called 
the “ Garden of the world.” 

Customs—The following are exempt from 
custom duty, wearing apparel, personal household 
effects, books and maps (printed) pearls, uncut- 
precious stones, manuscripts &c. 

A charge of 15 cents i.e. 23 annas per day or 
part of a day for the article left at the customs, is 
made. \

_ Egypt and Ceylon has kept the history of the 
| country for more than 200 years. There were 
_ kings in Ceylon centuries before the Romans 
| discovered Britain, and the island kingdom 
| endured the troubles until the year 1815, when the 
| one hundred and eighty-sixth king was deposed by 
| his own subjects. In 66 B.C. Bhatika the thirty- 
| first king of Ceylon died in Anuradhapura. 1500 


years ago, in 434 Upa-Tissa had sent an embassy 
to China. He built alm houses for the crippled 
and the blind and maternity home for women. 


| 1000 years ago in A.D. 934, King Sena II had 


invaded the kingdom of Pandu in India, whose 
capital city, Madhusar, he had plundered and 
burnt. 

Of the cities where the Sinhalese Kings of 
old held sways mile upon mile still remain, carved 
stone pillars, granite images of Buddha, figures of 
gods, snakes, dwarfs and fairies: vast brick domes, 
larger than the dome of St. Paul's and proud in- 
Scriptions cut deep into the rock still bear witness 


to the truth of the history. 

The Roman Empire used to trade with 
Ceylon, sailing down the Red sea and across 
the Indian Ocean during South-West monsoon 
aod retira during North Eastimonsaoniifor about 
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400 years, and Roman coins found in Ceylon of 
Ist to 4th century. Ceylon was rediscovered by 
the West and a Portugese ship sailed into Sinha- 
lese harbour in 1505. The Dutch had occupied for 
some years and finally the English in 1796 A.D. 
The highest mountain peak is called Adam's Peak, 
7350 ft. above sea level: Colombo harbour is 
among the first dozen in the world, measured by 
the tonnage of ship. Kandy was the capital of the 
last Sinbalese King. \ 

Colombo— The capital of Ceylon, has a popula- 
tion of 287,000. It is the “Charing Cross 
of the East” a great port of call, and a central 
meeting place for passengers to and from the East 
Australia and Africa. 

Anuradhapura— The oldest buried city in 
Ceylon, the relics of a civilisation of 2000 years ago 
when the city was a capital of a succession of 
ancient Kings. It is said to have measured 259 
square miles, approximately 16 miles in each 
direction. 

The city was founded by king Pandukhabhaya 
in 473 В.С. and called after the name of the 
constellation Anuradha—It was the capital from 
‚ 473 to the commencement of the Christian Era. 
It suffered much by Tamil invasion; and deserted 
as a royal residence in the 9th century. It is 
1263 miles from Colombo by rail. 
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Kandy—Hill capital of Ceylon, 1602 ft- above. 
sea-level and 70 miles from Colombo. At the end 
of July Kandy is a scene of a great Perahera, a 
Hindu ceremony, later on a Buddhist festival. 
Kandyan chiefs in full regalia, torch bearers, stand- 
ard bearers, a host of gaily caparisoned elephants, 
devil dancers to the accompaniment of Eastern 
music, make a grand procession.
